WEEKLY SESSION OF THE FRI- 
DAY MORNING CLUB. 
The lecture of the week before the 
Friday Morning Club was by Mrs. 
Horace R. Boynton on “The Art of 
Conversation.” 
Mrs. Boynton began by asking the 
question whether women had the gift 
of fluent speech. Reference to the re- 
marks of both their detractors and 
their flatterers brought a mass of tes- 
timony to show that they are, in gen- 
eral, fluent talkers. But every gift 
involves a responsibility. It behooves 
women t6 develop and direct their 
natural ability of speech. “What, tien, 
is conversation?” asked the , speaker. 
“There are three things that it is not. 
It ie not a lecture. It is not a debate. 
It is not an orchestra. 
“Tt is not a lecture. Men whose 


}minds are storehouses of wisdom and 


fancy are sometimes inclined to be- 
come too diffuse, to oyerstep the bounds 
that they would be inclined to set for 
less-gifted mortals. Coleridge and 
Macaulay were sinners of this kind. 
When Sidney Smith called the latter 
improved, the best he cou was, 
‘He has occasional flashes of silence 
that make his conversation perfectly 
delightful." These who overwhelm us 


are, of course, still less to com- 
mended those who continually 
lecture fheir friends on subjects of 
moment. 

“Conversation is not a_ debate. 
Charies' Dudley Warner maintains that 
the dispute and not argument are 
usually the bane of conversation and 
death of originality. On the other hand, 
Emerson appeals to us to take goo De 
of the truth in what we say and be 
brave in our choice of subjects of con- 
versation. But to discuss subjects on 
which one may differ from the other 
party to a conversation is not neces- 
sarily to enter into dispute with him. 
Tolerance and courtesy may be main- 
tained even where there is a wide dif- 
ference of opinions, and, given these 
qualities, a diversity of ideas may lend 
zest to conversation. There is no more
